The Anchorage airport was 
closed by the accident, delaying 
one Western Airlines flight from 
Seattle and causing an earlier 
Western flight to return to Seat­ 
tle. 
Debris from two of the DC8's 
four motors and its wings was 
scattered widely by the crash 
and explosions.

Women’s job equality drive and 
the needs of the economy have 
produced big changes in the 
pattern of female employment 
in the U.S., according to a re­ 
port in the November issue of 
the Morgan Guaranty Survey, 
published recently. 
The bank publication predicts 
that “ dynamic change in wom­ 
en’s role in the work force and 
in the economy” will continue in 
the years ahead. It does not see 
‘‘real equality” as coming soon, 
however, and notes that “ with 
many employers in many lines 
of work, acceptance of women 
has a long way to go.” 
Among 
positive develop­ 
ments in the job picture for 
women, the Morgan Guaranty 
economic review cites the fol­ 
lowing: 
A steadily growing proportion 
of total jobs in the U.S. is held 
by women. Female workers 
now number 32 million, equal to 
38 per cent of the work force, 
compared with 30 per cent at 
the peak of World War II. 
New kinds of employment 
opportunity are opening 
for 
women; these include a greater 
range of executive jobs in busi­ 
ness and access, though still 
limited, to skilled trades like 
plumbing and aircraft mainte­ 
nance. 
Both business and public 
agencies are getting interested 
in providing child-care facilities 
for working mothers. 
Even with this progress, the 
Survey article observes, “ The 
U.S., compared w ith other na­ 
tions, plainly is not taking ad­ 
vantage of an important na­ 
tional resource— the brain­ 
power and potential of its 
women.” 


For instance, the article 
notes: 
Half of all women workers are 
employed in “ only a relative 
handful of job categories such 
as office worker, sales clerk, 
teacher, librarian, or beauti­ 
cian” ; 
Many employers in many 
lines of work still disqualify 
women for jobs with “ physical 
demands” solely on the basis of 
sex; 
Despite growing numbers 
of females in the professions, 
they constitute a far lower 
percentage of physicians, 
dentists, engineers, lawyers, 
scientists, architects, and 
chemists in this country than 
in most foreign nations; 
Traditional ideas as to the 
“ proper” role for women in em­ 
ployment affect school admis­ 
sion and scholarship policies, 
resulting in quota systems and 
other forms of discrimination 
against women; 
Disparities in pay still ex­ 
ist; official statistics show 
women in broad occupational 
categories earning only 65 per 
cent of what men in the same 
categories receive. For all 
jobs, women’s median income 
last year was 59 per cent of 
men’s— $5,077 compared with 


$8, 668. 
Factors other than discrimi 
nation account for part of the 
difference in pay, the article ac­ 
knowledges. 
For 
example, 
within a given kind of work men 
are likely to fill the “ physically 
demanding, dirty, or dangerous 
jobs.” Also, some married 
women voluntarily limit their 
earning potential by choosing 
jobs that more conveniently ac­ 
commodate their role as wife 
and mother.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 
— A chartered DC8 jetliner car­ 
rying military personnel and de­ 
pendents crashed, exploded in 
towering flames and burned on 
takeoff Friday night, killing 48 
of the 230 persons aboard. 
Three persons were missing, 
said an Alaska Air Command 
spokesman who gave the death 
total. 
The spokesman said 168 per­ 
sons, more than 100 of them in­ 
jured. were counted at a hospi­ 
tal on nearby Elmendorf Air 
Force Base. He said 11 others 
were in Anchorage hospitals. 
The spokesman said the plane 
carried 219 passengers and 11 
crewmen, one more crewman 
than given in earlier reports. 
A witness said the plane, 
owned by Capitol International 
Airw’ays, was moving “ too fast 
to land and too slow to take off” 
when it crashed at Anchorage 
International Airport after re­ 
fueling and changing crewmen. 
A survivor said the plane 
“ only climbed for a few min­ 
utes. then it sort of glided 
down.” 
John Pederson, an airport me­ 
chanic. said the plane’s nose 
dropped, then ran off the run­ 
way. It caught fire, he said, and 
then exploded twice about three 


or four minutes later. 
Master Sgt. Robert L. Kellar 
of New York City, a 16-year 
Army veteran who said he sur­ 
vived two previous crashes, told 
of “ panic at first, three or four 
seconds at most.” 
The father of six said other 
GIs quelled the panic “ instant­ 
ly, and this was one of the 
things that pulled us out .” 
Another survivor, Spec. 4 Wil­ 
liam Goez of Tacoma, Wash., 
said the plane approached the 
end of the runway. 
“ I thought, ‘We’re not going 
to make it’,” he said, “ the 
plane was coming apart.” 
Goez and 
Kellar, both of 
whom suffered minor injuries, 
were interviewed in a hospital 
after treatment. 
The flight originated at Mc- 
Chord Air Force Base. Tacoma. 
Wash. It was to have stopped at 
Yakota, Japan, as well as at An­ 
chorage, en route to Cam Rahn 
Bay. South Vietnam. 
A McChord spokesman said 
the passengers were believed to 
be Army and Air F'orce person­ 
nel. A Pentagon spokesman said 
they included replacements for 
assignment to units in South 
Vietnam. 
Goez said the plane also car­ 
ried military dependents, in-

A M A official criticizes lack of vommitment to health 


BOSTON (AP) — An official 
of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation today criticized organ­ 
ized medicine, the federal gov­ 
ernment and local communities 
for what he termed failure to 
team up toward solving national 
problems of health care. 
Dr. L. J. Snyder of Fresno, 
Calif., chairman of the AMA’s 
Council on Rural Health, did so 
in declaring that the health 
services 
problems 
of 
rural 
America—with its estimated 55 


million inhabitants—are among 
the most acute for the nation, 
especially the problems of the 
rural poor. 
In a speech prepared for a 
special AMA-sponsored confer­ 
ence on “ New Approaches to 
Health Care Delivery,” held on 
the eve of the organization's 
24th clinical convention. Dr. 
Snyder said: 
“ Health service provision for 
all Americans has become a 
topic for acrimonious debate 


across this land. Piecemeal 
legislation has been written and 
funded at the federal level. 
“ Multiple 
experiments 
in 
health-service 
provision 
are 
being tested by governmental 
agencies, medical schools and 
organized medicine." 
But. he added: “ At no time 
have I seen legitimate evidence 
of a real commitment to plan­ 
ning for solutions to the dilem­ 
ma of distribution, delivery and 
quality of health services in this 


country. 
"At no point have organized 
medicine, federal health agen­ 
cies or community leadership 
formed a true partnership shar­ 
ing resources, expertise, and 
concern.” 
He said the shortage of physi­ 
cians in rural areas is growing 
as older ones retire or die and 
younger ones move to cities or 
into specilized training. 
The rural middle-class have 
the means to go where care is 


available, he said, but the rural 
poor have a special problem. 
“ The sheer weight of poverty 
is worsened by barriers of cul­ 
tural and language difficulties, 
isolation of long distances from 
any medically organized com­ 
munity. low priority for health 
services, a hostile environment, 
inadequate housing and, for a 
million migrants, no legal rights 
to even the meager health serv­ 
ices offered to others of the ru­ 
ral poor." 


The Californian said there’s a 
need to follow up on, and apply 
widely, “ several exciting exper­ 
iments in rural health care 
services that are being tested in 
this country.” 


“ Rural communities will need 
to take more positive program 
planning steps and will require 
massive assistance from organ­ 
ized medicine and governmental 
subdivisions at all levels,” he 
said. 
Pope calls for end 
to war in Vietnam 


MANILA (AP) — Pope Paul 
VI today called for an end to the 
Vietnam war as a means of 
“ working for peace in the world 
and the well-being of all man­ 
kind.” 
In a dramatic address, the 
pontiff urged “ the pursuit of 
honest 
and 
sincere 
negotia­ 
tions” and begged world leaders 
“ to avoid any action that could 
harm the climate of understand­ 
ing so necessary for the success 
of the current talks” in Paris. 
The Pope told 150 Vietnamese 
clergyman and laymen that he 
was sure their embattled home­ 
land would someday “ know bet­ 
ter days.” 
Speaking in French at the 
home of the papal nuncio, where 
he is staying while he is in the 
Philippines, the pontiff asked 
his audience: “ But. you will 
say. what is the Pope doing to 
help us attain that peace which 
everyone longs for° 
“ Dear sons and daughters and 
dear friends.” he continued, 
“ we are doing everything in our 
power In particular we unceas­ 
ingly urge the pursuit of honest 
and sincere negotiations. This 
seems to us not only the surest 
road to a just and lasting peace, 
but the only way worthy of 
love.” 


The pontiff had been invited 
to stop briefly in Saigon during 
his current 25.000-mile swing 
through Asia and the Pacific. 
But Vatican sources said he 
turned the invitation down be­ 
cause he had not been able to go 
to Hanoi also. The pontiff did 
not mention the invitation in his 
address today. 
While he was en route to Ma­ 
nila Friday from his stop in Cy­ 
clone -stricken East Pakistan, 
his chartered jetliner flew him 
directly over Cambodia and 
South Vietnam, sites of the con­ 
flict he has so often deplored in 
his seven-year pontificate. 
Before he made his address, 
the Pope rode in motorcades 
through the streets of Manila, 
addressed cheering students at 
a university, and heard Roman 
Catholic bishops from 15 nations 
commend him for the calm way 
he reacted to a knifer's attempt 
on his life. 
With loud applause, the 209 
delegates to the first pan-Asian 
bishops' meeting passed a reso­ 
lution condemning the attack on 
the Pope at the Manila airport 
Friday and expressing admira­ 
tion for the “ courage and seren­ 
ity which characterized His Ho­ 
liness in a difficult ... situa­ 
tion.” 


The resolution was proposed 
by Valerian Cardinal Gracias of 
India and was passed by accla­ 
mation. 
The bishops’ meeting was the 
highlight of Pope Paul’s visit to 
the Philippines, the third stop of 
his 10-day, eight-nation tour ot 
Asia and the Pacific. 
Stephen 
Cardinal 
Kim 
of 
South Korea set the tone of the 
meeting by welcoming the Pope 
“ as Jesus ot Nazareth came to 
us. not as a stranger or guest, 
but as a man among men, a 
working man among the com­ 
mon folk ”

Agonizing reappraisal 


// 


Back when John Foster Dulles. 


President Eisenhower's secretary of 
state, coined the phrase, back when the 
place was called French Indochina and 
it was France's headache, “ agonizing 
reappraisal" had to do with our not 
standing idly by as the Communists 
booted the French out and took over in 
Southeast Asia. 


Today tne words have come home 


with a vengeance. 
No one dreamed that our massive 


m ilitary involvement in Vietnam 
would lead to so far-reaching a re­ 
appraisal of America herself on the 
part of the young, a questioning and re­ 
jection of basis American values as 
well as Cold War policies, nor that it 
would be so agonizing a process for 
young and old alike. 
It is probably poetic justice, then, 


that a Frenchman should offer a 
thoughtful appraisal of our ongoing 
self-appraisal. 


To begin with, writes Romain Gary, 


novelist and former diplomat, he finds 
it impossible to share in the almost 
general opinion that the dangerous ills 
of this nation are the result of a “ dis­ 
astrous" war it wages in Indochina. 
Quite the opposite. The involvement 


and its apparent failure are the conse­ 
quence of everything that America, 
blinded by the tremendous achieve­ 
ments of the past, no longer knew 
about itself and the world. Vietnam 
was a sobering blow that put a sudden 
end to self-delusions. 
Yet this blow, says Gary, saved the 


U.S.A. from the sort of disatrous in­ 
toxication with its own self that led 
France to a total collapse in 1940. This 
most uncritical nation, the United 
States, suddenly opened to self-doubt 
and self-criticism. 
Neither is it possible, he thinks, to 


claim that the U.S.A. failed to attain 
the major policy objectives that loom 
far bigger than any local stakes or vic­ 
tory in the conflict. 
The U.S.A. “ blundered” into Viet­ 


nam in a desperate pursuit of the kind 
of credibility the Western world had 
lost at Munich in 1938, with well-know n 
consequences. 
The very “ blundering" aspect of the 


Vietnam involvement and its extrava­ 
gant cost, the unpredictability of such 
a staggering decision, must have been 
a nightmare for Soviet policy makers. 
It reduced their freedom of action by 
increasing 
the 
odds 
of 
a 


miscalculation. 
The United States confined China to 


immobility and forced Soviet Russia to 
a loss of all revolutionary, ideological 
and even military credibility. The 
Soviet policy makers will never live 
down the fact that when faced with 
American “ aggression" in Vietnam, 
they didn't intervene there but inter­ 
vened in Czechoslovakia. 
The Communist w’orld is today in 


such a state of paralysis, confusion and 
inner conflict, claims Gary, that when 
the last GI comes home from Vietnam, 
the fate of Indochina will mean nothing 
else 
than 
the 
fate 
of 
Indochina, 


whereas eight years ago the stakes 
were the fate of the world. 
“ It may well appear to future his­ 
torians,” he writes, “ that the tragedy 
of Vietnam has saved the world from a 
global conflict and America from its 
own secretly active demons, that it 
acted as an eye-opener, starting the 
nation on the road of a new, realistic 
self-assessment and perhaps of a new 
greatness . . . 
“ This 
awakening 
may 
fail, 
of 


course, but we may be living in a turn­ 
ing point in our civilization, starting a 
metamorphosis without which there 
can be no new life in nature and no new 
achievement.” 
The moral issue of Vietnam re­ 
mains, and it challenges the very soul 
of the United States. 
But of the three gigantic world 


powers, reminds Gary, “ America is 
the only one capable of a bad con­ 
science. That is why it still is a 
civilization.”

Peace through l aw 


Fifteen thousand Rotarians will be 


getting together in Sydney, Australia, 
next May for their international con­ 
vention. One session will bring before 
them world leaders speaking on how' 
laymen can build law into a force for 
world order with justice. 


Two months later in Belgrade, 


Yugoslavia, some 4,000 lawyers and 
high court justices from more than 100 
countries will participate in the Fifth 
World Conference on World Peace 
Through Law. 
And so the search for the rule of 


law, rather than the rule of arms, on 
this earth goes on. 
Can it ever succeed, considering 


history and the faults of nations, which 
are merely magnified reflections of the 
faults of men? 


It can—it must, believes the former 


president of the American Bar Associ­ 
ation. Charles S. Rhyne, who spoke on 
this subject at the Nov. 25 World Law’ 
Day observance in Paris. Ryne, whose 
list ot legal accomplishments both at 
home and abroad is long, noted: 
“ The way of the law is the only 


proven path to peace. Let all the 
world’s peoples resolve to follow* that 
path and follow it together. If the 
peoples want peace enough to work 
hard for it they can indeed have peace. 
The minds, the support, the faith, the 
enthusuasm. the confidence of man­ 
kind must be marshaled back of the 
law as the road to peace. It is a long, 
hard road but there is no other way . . . 
the peoples of the world can do the 
necessary to translate world order 
with justice into reality in our day." 
As president of the World Peace 


Through Law Center in Geneva. Rhyne 
has put muscle behind his words. 
Created in 1963, the center is the 
world's largest international law 
organization, with members in 128 na­ 
tions. 
It founded the World Association of 


Judges; approved a set of general 
principles 
of 
law adhered 
to 
by 


civilized nations; drew up and circu­ 
lated throughout the world model 
treaties on various subjects open to 
dispute; 
published 
a 
directory 
of 


judges and lawyers in more than 135 
nations; set up work programs in in­ 
ternational law*, and co-ordinated and 
gathered information on world law. 
But Rhyne knows that neither the 


center nor lawyers alone can accom­ 
plish the mission. Far from it. He 
urges multinational corporations and 
international labor unions to work 
toward world law. He notes that most 
laymen belong to some organization- 
civic, educational, scientific, commer­ 
cial, religious, professional—and he 
urged members to prompt their groups 
to study world law' and promote it. He 
addresses a special word to the young: 


“ The youth of the world, who are 


called upon to do the fighting, are not 
convinced that civilized man must 
engage in organized killing and maim­ 
ing of human beings, accompanied by 
massive suffering of the innocent, to 
decide disputes. They look for a ra­ 
tional way to advance a cause or 
defend a right.” 
Pointing out that in the 20th century 


alone, 
the 
number 
of 
causualties 


directly or indirectly due to wrar totals 
over 100 million, and that the major na­ 
tions of the world are spending $200 
billion yearly on arms and armed 
forces (a 50 per cent increase in the 
last six years), Rhyne nevertheless 
looks into the decade ahead with hope: 


“ A generation which has done so 


many heretofore 
impossible' things 


like splitting the atom and developing 
cures for ‘incurable' diseases like polio 
should not feel inadequate to create 
peace. Rather than base life in the 
1970s on eternal preparation for war. 
we must base it upon eternal prepara­ 
tio n - m a s s iv e 
preparation— for 


peace."

POWs must 
feel U.S. cares

W ASHINGTON (N E A )— I 
have been a prisoner of the en­ 
emy in war. Six months solitary 
confinement in a Japanese pris­ 
on in World War II. 
PERH APS. THEN. I can sug- 
gest in some small way how the 
American prisoners of war now 
in North Vietnam feel after the 
attempt at their rescue. 
THINKING BACK 28 years to 
my own feelings, I remember 
two things quite vividly: 
THE DOOLITTLE raid of 
April. 1942, and the visit of the 
Swiss government representa­ 
tive. after I ’d spent about five 
and a half months in solitary. 
During the war the neutral 
Swiss represented U.S. inter­ 
ests in Tokyo. 
I R E M E M B E R strongly even 
today 
because 
these 
inci­ 
dents brought hope to the heart 
of a prisoner who, through no 
one’s fault, had had no sign 
from his government and his 
country during the months of 
imprisonment. 
IT DID NOT matter that the 
Doolittle raiders had not come 
to free us prisoners but were 
over Tokyo for an entirely dif­ 
ferent purpose. You could look 
out the barred window and see 
American fliers were there. For 
hours afterward you could re­ 
live this flight by watching the 
rising smoke and by listening to 
the excited conversations of the 
guards. You could feel and hear 
and know yourself that some­ 
thing was being done— and in a 
way you could feel that it was 
being done for you. You were 
part of it. 
WHEN THE Swiss came. I 
cried. I cried because I said to 
myself. “ My country cares!’’ I 
said it over again and over 


again in happy agonizing gulps. 
In the months of holding in dur­ 
ing daily questioning by teams 
of guards and of sitting, eating, 
sleeping in my cell. I had not 
realized how alone I had come 
to feel myself. 


THE FREED O M in my soul 
and in my voice was not the 
thought of rescue or release 
(pleasant as that would be) that 
mattered so much as the 
thought that my country cared 
enough for me— for us. that the 
Swiss should come to see each 
of us individually even for a few 
minutes and should be attempt­ 
ing. whether successfully or 
not, to do something for us. 


I STILL remember the room 
in which my Swiss visitor and I 
sat. I remember the expression 
on his face and the way his lips 
moved when he talked. 


IIE ASKED me a few ques­ 
tions and we talked a little, the 
normal things men say to each 
other. He did not promise any­ 
thing. It was then not yet clear 
whether negotiations for an ex­ 
change of prisoners would be 
successful. But I walked back 
down that prison hall with my 
heart singing as loudly, as 
strongly, as powerfully and as 
triumphantly as a gigantic 
choir in a cathedral— as if 
heaven had opened wide. 
I WAS A man and an Ameri­ 
can and nothing could defeat 
my soul. 
I never saw my Swiss friend 
again. But he will remain my 
friend until the day I die. 
IT IS HOPE that men require 
when they are prisoners of war 
And a belief that their countr> 
cares. And their wives and chil 
dren. 


With these a man can endure 
all things. Sickness, loneliness, 
beatings, death.

Man and boy, and whatever 
permutations my political be­ 
liefs undergo. I have always 
tried to relieve my readers of 
the burden of mythology which 
the media impose on them. It is 
difficult to say which of the 
myths now current raise my 
hackles most, but in the top 
rank are two articles of faith te­ 
naciously held by the members 
of the liberal fraternity: to wit, 
that punishment does not deter 
crime (and that it is capitalist 
barbarians who believe in its 
efficacy) and that all our social 
ills are due to the greediness of 
the capitalist beast. 
TO PRO VE the opposite, let 
me quote from the hallowed 
New York Times: ‘‘The intro­ 
duction of harsh penalties for 
criminal or political offenses 
throughout (Communist) China 
has apparently brought a drop 
in crime in at least one area, 
with travelers from Canton re­ 
porting that the streets are safe 
now . . . The reported drop in 
crime throughout the southeast­ 
ern province of Kwangtung as 
well as in the provincial capital 
of Canton follows a campaign 
earlier this year by the Chinese 
authorities . . . Dozens of mass 
rallies have been held through­ 
out Kwantung . . . At each of 
these rallies alleged criminals 
have been given short trials and 
executed on the spot by firing 
squads . . . During the last 
month more than 100 persons 
have been publicly tried, found 
guilty and shot in the provincial 
capital.” 
TH E T IM E S further de­ 
scribes a ‘‘trial” in a border vil­ 
lage within view’ of Hong Kong 
in which a youth received due 
process before 10,000 people. 
The spectacle ‘‘lasted less than 
15 minutes, after which he was 
tied to a post and shot.” It would 
be interesting to have comment 
from the Black Panthers and 
the Weathermen*, who constant 
lv quote Mao Tse-tung on his 
form of socialist justice. The 
reactions of the eloquent Mr 
Ramsey Clark might also be ol 
value. Were Atty. Gen. John 
Mitchell to espouse methods 
one-half of one per cent as’dras- 
tic, the outcry would be deafen­ 
ing. 
AS TO THE second myth, 
some time ago, I quoted briefly 
from an article in Komsomol, 
skava Pravda (a Communist 
Party newspaper in the Soviet 
Union) that raised merry hell 
about the outrages to the ecol­ 
ogy committed by Russia’s non­ 
profit (and often non-produc­ 
tive) industry. The pollution de­ 
scribed indicated that in this 
area, at least, the Soviet Union 
is more than competitive with 
the United States. 
COMES NOW Professor Mar­ 
shall I. Goldman of Harvard’s 
Russian Research Center, writ­ 
ing for the certifiably liberal 
Science magazine, a publication 
rated highly by the academic 
community. “ Any depressing 
story that can be told about an 
(ecological) 
incident 
in 
the 
United States can he matched 
by a horror story from the 
USSR,” he writes. Turning his 
sights on the Soviet Union, he 
enumerates its problems. 
"R IV E R S THAT blaze with 
fire, smog that suffocates cities, 
streams that vomit dead fish, 
oil slicks that 
blacken sea- 
coasts, prized beaches that van­ 


ish in the waves, and lakes that 
evaporate and die a slow 
death.” 
, 
GOLDMAN BACKS this rhet­ 
oric with hard and startling 
facts. They demonstrate that 
capitalist greed is less lethal 
than socialist cynicism in deal­ 
ing with contemporary technol­ 


ogy- 
For example: 
MOST SOVIET cities have 


smog, even though Soviet auto­ 
mobile production is one-tenth 
that of the United States. Tbil­ 
isi, capital of Soviet Georgia, 
has it for some six months of the 
year. ‘‘A dark blue cap” lies 
over cities with metallurgical 
industries. 
SE V E R A L RIVERS, includ­ 
ing the 
Molognaia 
in 
the 


Ukraine, are classified as 
"dead” from pollution. The Iset 
River near Sverdlovsk is so pol­ 
luted that when a smoker tossed 
a cigarette into its waters it 
burst into flame. Fish kills are 
common. 


BOTH THE Caspian and the 


Aral seas are gradually disap­ 
pearing. Water levels in the 
Aral Sea have dropped roughly 
nine feet in the last 10 years be- 
cuse of the diversion of water 
for irrigation and the conduc­ 
tion of hydroelectric dams. Pro­ 
fessor Goldman cites Soviet au­ 
thorities who believe that the 
sea will be nothing but a salt 
marsh before the year 2000. 
PLANT AND animal life in 


Lake Baikal, once one of the 
largest and purest freshwater 
bodies in the world, has been re­ 
duced from one-third to one-half 
because of effluents from paper 
and pulp mills. Hospitals and 
resort hotels have collapsed on 
the beaches of the Black Sea be­ 
cause of the industrial removal 
of gravel and sand. 
IN WHAT MUST sound like 


heresy to his colleagues, Pro­ 
fessor Goldman places the 
blame for these ecological hor­ 
rors on the concentration of eco­ 
nomic power in a centralized 
government, lack of pressure on 
politicians because there are no 
popular forms of pressure and 
no private property owners to 
press for conservation— as well 
as a lack of understanding 
which is shared by the free 
enterprise world. 
IS T H E R E any point in de­ 
bunking the myths of private 
greed versus an illusory public 
virtue? There might he, if the 
media and the liberal fraternity 
began to look at the problems of 
ecology with a view to solving 
them, rather than the desire to 
conduct 
polemic 
assaults 


against the system that feeds 
them and oils their typewriter«

Youth bel ieves 
protesters sincere

MOST YOUNG people believe 
that student protests are moti­ 
vated by genuine concern, ac­ 
cording to the National Gilbert 
Youth Poll. 


OF A nationwide sample of 
3.000 young people aged 14 to 25, 
57 per cent said they felt stu­ 
dents are involved in protests 
because they are concerned 
with a cause, not because pro­ 
testing itself is an “ in” thing. 


A SUBSTANTIAL minority- 
45. 3 per cent—contended, how­ 
ever. that protests are not sin­ 
cerely motivated. (The totals 
add up to more than 100 per cent 
because some youths answered 
that some protests are sincerely 
motivated, while others aren’t.) 


"IT ’S SUCH a small percent­ 
age that really is concerned 
about what’s happening,” said 
one of the skeptics, a 2l-vear-old

just oglers.” 
AND A University of Notre 
Dame man. 22, added: “ Nobody 
knows what they’re doing. The 
few that know are now sitting 
hack watching the others ruin 
whatever could be happening 
for the better. Sure concern is 
genuine, but in the ones who are 
not doing anything any more.” 
THOSE P O L L E D showed 
more confidence in their own 
sincerity than in that of their 
fellow youths, 84.5 per cent say­ 
ing that any personal involve­ 
ment they had in protests was 
motivated by 
"genuine con­ 
cern.” Only 14.1 per cent said 
they were involved because 
they wanted to be “ in.” 
THE M AJO RITY agreed with 
the 18-year-old UCLA man who 
said: “ I ’d never blow up a 
building to force a school to 
change to what I* want to see, 
but I am concerned enough to 
sit in and even riot.” 
B E L IE F IN other people’s 
sincerity in protesting was 
strongest among females, col­ 
lege students and young people 
in the West:87.7 per cent of the 
young ladies, 88.2 per cent of the 
college students and 90.1 per 
cent of the Westerners felt this 
way. Similarly, 81.2 per cent of 
the young men, 77.8 per cent of 
those out of school and 78.3 per 
cent of those in the South 
showed faith in the protesters’ 
sincerity.

Do y ou actu ally know what 
y ou are bu y ing in y ou r su per­ 
m arket? 
“ Concisely 
and 
accu rately 
the answer is ‘No!’," say s Dena 
C. Cederqu ist. doctor of phi­ 
losophy in foods and nu trition 
from the Univ ersity of Wiscon­ 
sin. 
"How cou ld y ou . with ov er 
10.000 items on sale and many 
more being planned?" 
The food indu stry constantly 
is formu lating new food prod­ 
u cts or new forms of old prod­ 
u cts. They work so fev erishly to 
compete for the consu m er’s dol­ 
lar that the technologists and 
nu tritionists do not hav e time to 
analy ze and rate nu tritionally 
most of what they ru sh to the 
grocers’ shelv es. 
"Bu t for the general welfare, 
and also to m ake certain we get 
ou r m oney ’s worth, consu mers 
mu st find ou t how nu tritiou s the 
new produ cts are. What we feed 
ou r families m ay taste good. 
Bu t food can both taste good and 
be nu tritionally sou nd." states 
Dr. Cederqu ist. who is head of 
the Department of Food and 
Nu trition 
at 
Michigan 
State 
Univ ersity and has ju st been 
made professor of Family Ecol­ 
ogy . 
"Unfortu nately , most women 
don't u nderstand what nu trition 
means to them. They are not 
aw are of the v ital importance of 
selecting menu s from the Basic 
Fou r food grou ps each day . 
Their u nderstanding of the role 
of v itamins is hazy . Many ac­ 
cept su bstitu tion withou t u nder­ 
standing ex actly what changes 
this su bstitu tion makes in the 
total produ cts. In other words, 
too many women bu y with their 
ey es, not with any basic u nder­ 
standing 
of 
what 
they 
are 
spending their family food dol­ 
lar for.” she observ es. 
New harv esting methods, new 
techniqu es of processing are 
changing the natu re of ou r food 
su pply New genetic manipu la­ 
tions designed to improv e the 


qu ality of animal and v egetable 
proteins constantly are being 
tried. Also scientists are now- 
working on nonedible v egeta­ 
tion and micro-organisms as 
sou rces of new protein foods. 
“ With all these changes in 
food composition certainly the 
consu mers mu st be told in gen­ 
eral what they mean in eating 
v alu es. She has the responsibil­ 
ity of insisting on this. It is not 
enou gh for the produ cer to try to 
lu re her into pu rchasing them. 
He mu st inform her in his ad­ 
v ertising. in statem ents on his 
packages or containers w-hat 
this produ ct is." Dr. Cederqu ist 
say s, adding: 
"He mu st inform her. Not try 
to deceiv e her. 
Bu t 
precise 
statem ents of nu tritional con­ 
tents of new produ cts are diffi­ 
cu lt. Some deiv ations in com­ 
paring the nu tritional intake 
mu st be ex pected. Under the 
pressu res of rapid 
improv e­ 
ments or newer forms of foods, 
no processors shou ld make ab­ 
solu tely definite statem ents of 
what his produ ct does nu trition­ 
ally . Bu t he can approx imate. 
"The consu mer mu st be giv en 
enou gh of the scientific facts for 
her to determine approx imately 
the nu tritional content of the 
food she is bu y ing for her fam ­ 
ily . Today that 
is not done 
enou gh." Dr. Cederqu ist 
be­ 
liev es.

Co unseling Stra teg y 
Yes, a clergym an is expected 
to be available for help not only 
to all his parishioners but also to 
outsiders. And he can do so, 
without being swamped with 
unnecessary calls! 


For many people barge in on 
their pastor just to have their 
wounded feelings soothed. Or to 
kill a half-hour while waiting for 
a hair appointment 


Many worried mothers are 
also 
distraught 
because 
the 
usual letter from their son in 
m ilitary service didn’t arrive 
today. Other depressed folks 
are blue and moddy and want a 
psychological shot in the arm. 
So publicly announce from 
your pulpits and in your church 
bulletins that you are happy to 
counsel anybody in your parish, 
whether 
a 
member 
or 
non- 
member. But explicitly explain 
that they must all follow your 
standard counseling technique. 
Automatically that will cut 
down your calls by about 90 per 
cent. For most people haven’t

B ecause the players dem an d­ 
ed Valek be retained or they 
wouldn't play, the board and 
Athletic Director Gene Vance 
had to relent. 
Illinois’ football team followed 


the action with an upset 23-21 
victory 
over 
Purdue. 
There 
were those who thought that if 
Valek m ade a good showing in 
the final three g am e s he might 
salv a ge his job. 
However, Illinois lost to Mich­ 
igan. Wisconsin and Iowa to end 
the season with a dism al 3-7 re c ­ 
ord. 
Valek went before the board 
on Nov. 13 and again Friday be­ 
fore the board officially released 
him. Following the action. V al­ 
ek, usually outspoken, had no 
com ment.
